SACRAMENTO — Governor|
Ronald Reagan's legislative
program has suffered another,
setback as the assembly com-
mittee on criminal procedure
rejected a pair of bills uimed
at cracking down on the smut
industry.

The committee killed SB 78|

and SB 79 by Senator Robert
J. Lagomarsino, R-Ojai. The
bills already had cleared the
senate and were supported,
along with Reagan, by Lt.
Gov. Robert H. Finch and At-
torney General Thomas C.
Lynch.

Many supporters of the bill,
including Finch, had actively
opposed Prop. 16 on the bal-
lot last November—the so-
called anti-obscenity amend-
ment, Their opposition was
because of the form of the
proposed amendment but not
to its purpose.

The Lagomarsino bills died
in the criminal procedure
committee on a straight

® party-line vote, with the five
Republican members voting
in favor of them and the five
